s up Main streefé from our 
right, and we see the 
Prophet's harem. be grounds occupied 
by Brigham are encloséd by ahigh wall, 
laidin cement. An eagle with spread- 
ing wings, clutching a bee hive in his 
id@ions, is mounted over the gateway— 
emblematical of Brigham and the 
Church. The main entrance faces south. 
The grounds are well laid out, and there 
is an abundance of apple, pear and peach 
trees. Grape vines climb the walls and 
hang on trellises. 
- At the southwest corner of the 
grounds is the tithing office, where the 
tenth part of all that is produced in the 
“territory passes into Brigham’s hands. 
A few steps east of the tithing office is a 
three-story building, standing end to the 
road, large enough and long enough for 
a factory boarding house. It has a steep- 
shingled roof, with ten gabled windows 
en each side. Onthe balcony over the

TURKEY AND THE TUBKS. 


Kev. Lreneus Prime, who enjoys the 


reputation of being not only as the mos 


literal and comprehensive, but the most 


agreeable writer upon Eastern social 


life and scenery, is this winter giving an 
interesting lecture on Turkey and the 
Turks, of which we copy a sketch from 
the Brooklyn Eugle: 

Turkey is already, the speaker re- 
marked, engaging the attention of the 
whole civilized wold, and her present 


misunderstanding with Greece brings: 


together at the present moment in Paris 
a congress of the representatives of the 
Great Powers of Europe; but it is not 
in Turkey itself they are so much inter- 
ested; that small island of Crete causes 
the excitement. What does France, 
England; Prussia or the others care 
about Turkey? The question is will 
Greece and Turkey go to war? for if 
they do, itis well known that Russia 
with her immense armies will tome down 
on the Turks, take Constantinople and 
have full command of the Black Sea. 
That is now what brings the powers to- 
gether in Paris, for they are afraid of 
Russia and are anxious to prevent any 
extension of her territory or increase of 
power. 

Mr. Prime then went on to picture 
Constantinople, and gave, a most vivid 
description of his visit to the seraglio of 
the Sultan. His attention was especially 
directed to one doorway in particular, 
which was a richly ornamented one, and’ 
very pleasant for visitors to look at. 
It opened on the banks of Bosphorus, 
and through it were not unfrequently 
brought offending wives of His Majesty, 
who were tied up in sacks, and in this 
ignominious manner thrown into the 
Bosphorous and drowned. The streets 
of Constantinople are narrow, and the 
houses low. Dogsare in abundance, and 
to he met with awevery point; for that 
animal is a very important individual in 
Turkey, being held almost sacred by the 
Turks. 

Dr. Prime went on to give his experi- 
ences of a Turkish bath, which is a 
peculiar institution of the country, and 
not to have suffered one was not to be 
there, for when in Rome yon must do as 
the Romans do; so in Turkey one must 
also doas the Turksdo.

True,” I answered, I thought 
that when Rossini dined alone, he dined 
like a Rossini.” 

This reply caused a wider breach be- 
tween us. Rossini was selfish, stingy 
and malicious—three faults I cannot en- 
dure in my enemies, but which I cannot 
bear in my friends. He was, moreover, 
at least he used to say so, very lazy. I 
do not believe in laziness. I think it is 
only an excuse for incapacity; and, 
strange to say, Rossini was never lazy 
before Meyerbeer had so great a suc- 
cess in “ Robert le Diable."” From that 
time his struggle began—not a struggle, 
though, but a duel in which Rossini 
kept back. His friends say that, like 
Achilles, he kept under his tent; but it 
is not true. Achilles got under his 
tent to reapper stronger than before, 
more vigorous and more yaliant; he 
reappeared to rout the Trojans, kill 
Hector, and to drag him, bound to his 
chariot, round the walls of the city. 

If Rossini did withdraw under hia} 
tent, it was never to cotne forth again, to 
there make macaroni, far from all, to 
write a will in which he gives to and 
then takes away from a poor valet the 
small stipend of fifty franes a month, and 
some old clothes, finally sold by him to 
a peddler ; and lastly, he daily uses an 
ivory syringe in order to increase its 
value on the day of its public sale. 

You see, dear sir, that when a person 
has such an opinion of a man, one con- 
not fall out with him, because he has 
never been attached to him.

The book is not strictly a biography, 
ost a collection of anecdotes ae recol- 
lections, arranged as nearly as possible 
in chronological order. Madame Polko 


thelones to the sentimental order of 


‘biographers, and is afflicted with a pas- 
sion for rhetorical display—as when she 
writes: “The chimes of remembrance 
are this day ringing in my heart, and it 
is amidst their sounding and ringing 
that I take up my pen to write this little 
book’’—but-her reverence for Mendel- 
ssohn is evidently sincere, and commen- 
dable industry is shown ia the collation 
of facts and incidents illustrative of his 
life. 

The following is a pleasant account of 

MENDELSSOHN'’S HOME. 


In his gay early youth, Mendelssohn 
wrote a vast deal; though his labors 
were not toilsome, but rather like the 
unintermitting yet natural growth of 
buds and. blossoms, while the sun that 
matured this growth and increase was-— 
his parental home. Ever blessed be 


lsuch a home! No better talisman can be 


found against the perils ot the journey 
of dife, for men or women than the mem- 
ories of a lovine home, of the sweet and 
incomparable happiness once our portion 
there. Such remembrances are stronger 
than the golden links of the chain on 
the faleon’s foot, that hold fast when he 
would fain take flight—they gently but 
surely draw ‘us back from far distant 
lands into our parents’ house. Such 
memories inspire us with strength and 
courage; such a home is our earthly 
Paradise—the only one here below from 
which we cannot be driven out. May a 
biessing, then, rest on those beloved 
ones who prepared for us once on a time 
that happiness which no other human 
beings, however loving or gentle, can 
ever again bestow on us—our father and 
mother. 

Even at that time an infinitely rich 
spiritual and musical life -existed in the 
house of the Mendelssohn family, where 
the elite both of artists and lovers of 
art met; the most brilliant names in 
science, art and literature were repre- 
sented there. How often the two Hum- 
Varnhagen, Heine and 
those young violin virtuosos, Rietz and 
David; and, in addition, an ever-bloom- 
ing flora of the most attractive and fas- 
cinating fair forms, and among these the 
still- wondrously beautiful Henriette 
Herz. The works of Felix were all here 
first carefully perturmed ; it was esteemed 
an honor and a privilege to be permitted 
to take a part in any masical perfor- 
mance at these celebrated Sunday mati- 
nees ; choruses and quartets -were sung, 
quintets and tries executed in rare per- 
fection ; and it was on one of those Sun- 
day forenoon that Moscheles played for 
the first time, with the most rapturous 
applause, his ‘‘ Hommage a Handel.” 
The young teacher and his talented 
scholar, moreover, played together daily 
for hours, discussing their mutual works, 
vieing with each other in composing, ar- 
ranging domestic concerts, taking long 
walks. Felix showed the most grateful 
devotion and the most lively admiration 
of Moscheles, without, however, in the 
slighest degree neglecting, in favor of 
his new friend, those teachers who had 
hitherto instructed him. He possessed 
in a higWdegree the rare and pleasing 
virtue of courtesy of heart. His inter- 
course with Zelter and Berger was cor- 
dial-and filial, submissive to their pecu- 
liarities, obedient to their will, and 
modestly subordinate to them in all 
things, tearing up at once, without a 
sigh, those compositions pronounced by 
Zelter or Klem to be insignificant, thus 
no doubt depriving us for ever of many 
a charming piece of music. Those, too, 
who saw him, with the most cheerful 
air in the world, devoting himself for 
honrs to the invalid Berger, and in spite 
of his own,sparkling vivacity, reading 
to him, playing and copying music for 
him, must have more than admired, they 
niust have loved him. | | 

In 1835 Mendelssohn was installed as 
director of the Gewandhaus concerts at 
Leipzig, and in the same year “St. 
Paul’ was completed, and performed 
for the first time at Dusseldorf. It is 
of this period of his life that the follow- 
ing anecdote is told : 
MENDELSSOHN AND SOPIIIA SCHLOSS. 

It was after this brilliant festival— 
Mendelssohn being at that time ona 
visit to Schadow—that a stranger was 
announced who wished to speak to him 
on a matter of importance. Lresently 
there came-into the charming salon, full 
of flowers, statues, and che/s d’euvre. of 
painting, 2 homely, quiet man, accom- 
panied by a timid girl, scarcely beyond 
the age of childhood, her black hair 
hanging down in thick plaits on her 
shoulder, her large dark eyes glancing 
with nervous anxiety at the celebrated 
composer of “St. Paul,” while the color 
on her checks’varied from white to red. 
It was Sophie Schloss, afterwards so 
renowned as a singer, and her father. 
The latter humbly entreated the master 
to give him his opinion. about the voice 
of his child, requesting him to try it, as 
it depends solely on his verdict, whether

his little girl should be educated as a 
singer. Mendelssohn kindly stroked 
the head of the child whose dark eyes 
met his encouragingly. His few cheer- 
ing words—and no one knew better how 
to speak thus, and to inspire self reliance 
in genuine modesty—soon lit up the 
youthful face with assmile. ‘“ What will 
you sing to me?’ “On the wings of 
song.” “Really! -Well, then, let us 
‘take flight together!” He seated him- 
self at the piano, and looked once more 
at the little singer with a smile—and ah! 
who could smile like him when wishing 
to inspire confidence ina timid heart !— 
and then the full tones of a grand con- 
tralto resounded in the large room. 
Sophie Schloss went fearlessly through 
her song; only just towards the close, 
the consciousness of her bold attempt, 
and the dread of her judge and his ver- 
dict, seemed all of a sudden to rush like 
a stream of lava on her remembrance, 
and the last tones were tremulous. |

keys, and be said : *‘ That was excellent! 


And 
thus was the career of the young novice 
in ‘art decided: Sophie» Schloss took 
leave of the master, her face beaming 
with the beautiful tresses 
were now wound round her head, her 
short frocks lengthened, and a tew weeks 
afterwards: the “little girl,” with her 
portfolio under her arm, was to be seen 
in daily attendance at the Conservatoire, 
in Paris, where she soon became Bor- 
dogni’s favorite pupil, studying with 
unflagging energy and ardent zeal—“ that 
I may soon be able to sing something 
tolerably good to him,” said she daily.

Jenny Lind, who was staying with her 
connections the Brockhaus family, had 
received a deputation from the directors 
of the Gewandhaus concerts, in grateful 
acknowledgment of her services, fol- 
lowed by a torchlight serenade, as a 


tribute to the admired singer, in which so 
large a portion of the public were inter- 


ested, that the spacious courtyard of the 
Brockhaus mansion was entirely filled. 
Weber's “Jubel Overture’’ was per- 
formed, succeeded by various songs. 
Quite perplexed by this ovation, Jenny 
Lind asked Mendelssohn what she ought 
to do with these people? Mendelssohn 


advised her to go down and thank them 


herself in a few words, if she wished to 
cause real pleasure to the musicians. 
‘Very well,” said she, after a pause, 
“T will go to them, but you must accom- 
pany me, and speak for me.”’ 

endelssohn instantly offered her his 
arms, and escorted her into the circle of 
performers, who greeted the appear- 
ance of their two favorites together 
with a burst of applause. Mendelssohn 
then spoke as follows: ‘Gentlemen, 
you must not think Iam Mendelssohn, 
for at this moment I am Jenny Lind, 
and as such I thank you from the bot- 
tom of my heart for your delightful sur- 
prise, Having now, however, fulfilled 
my honorable commission I am again 


transformed into the Leipzig music di- 


rector, and in that capacity | say, ‘‘ Long 
live Jenny Lind.” — 

A thousandfold echoes responded to 
the call, the charming and ready man- 
mer in which he had addressed them 
exciting the most lively. enthusiasm, 
however eagerly Fraulein Lind protested 
against such a mode of fulfilling her 
commission, The singers dispersed to 
the strains of Mendelssohn's “ Waldlied.”’ 
was a memorable scence. 

The magnificent fragment of “ Lo- 
relei” had its origin in Geibel’s ask- 
ing Mendelssohn whether he ever in- 
tended to write avy greater opera than 
the “Midsummer Night's Dream.” 
“Give me atext that I can make use 


of,” said the musician to the poet, “ and 


I will begin the composition. Geibel 
began the poem amidst the glorious 
scenery of St. Goar, on the Khine, but 
the musician never lived to complete his 
part of the task. . 

An ineident occurred at the rehearsal 
of aconcert at Dusseldorf, which strik- 


ingly illustrates the extensive and ac- 


curate musical memory of the great 
master. One day, when Mendelssohn 
arrived at the conductor's desk, the 
score of the “ Pastoral Symphony ”’ was 
missing, and no other could be procured 
in time for the rehearsal. Mendelssohn, 
however, in no wise bafiled, said: ‘“‘ Let 
us begin, gentlemen ; I think [ shall be 
able to direct the first part from 
memory.” And not only the first part 


of that marvelous work did he direct, but 


the whole, from beginning to end, with- 
out the slightest hesitation ; nor did he 
fail to detect occasional slight inaccu- 
racies in the performance of some of the
